The invention has for its object to pro- 
vide an improved arrangement of the 
kind referred to, and to this 
1U end the ground sheet or sleeping bag 
according to the present invention has a 
pillow or equivalent head rest 
associated therewith. It will be under- 
stood that the pillow or eq uivalent may

~ln carrying the invention into effect 

20 according to the preferred form, and as 
applied by way of example to a ground 
sheet, t he sheet is for med, as is the usual 
practice^ from water-proof material, and 
there is provided near what is in use the 

25 upper end thereof, a padded. member, pre- 
ferably formed from water-proof material 
similar in nature to that comprising the 
sheet. 

The pillow or equivalent may be secured 
30 to the sheet in any convenient manner, 
but in some ca ges it may b e attached a s 
Jhy-m eans of a flan adapted IoTTa stit^h Arl 
t o tine she ^t,^nd_prjo^i ded only at the ed ge 
of the pillow adjacent Tthe upper edgfT of 
35 tjie shee t, a nd inHflfi sway alternatiy^jposi .

may be made without departing from the 
scope of the invention, for example, in 
some cases the ground sheet may be built 
up from a plurality of layers of a wate r- 
proof material and the pillow provided by 
a padded section disposed in a suitable 
position between said layers and secured 
therein by stitching or other suitafble 
means extending around the periphery of 
the padded, section. 

Obviously, also, the pillow or head rest 
may comprise a quantity of padding 
secured in position on the ground sheet 
by means of a flap member, preferably 
formed of water-proof material, secured to 
the sheet in any convenient manner. 
Furthermore, instead of providing only 
one pillow associated with each ground 
sheet, the sheet may be of the double 
size and provided with a plurality of 
pillows or equivalent head rests. 

Also, while the invention has been 
described as applied to ground sheets, it 
is equally applicable to sleeping bags and 
similar devices. 

It will be; understood that by means o£ 
the present invention there is provided an 
improved ground sheet or sleeping bag 
in whidh the pillow is associated directly 
with the device, and as such may be 
folded with the ground sheet or sleeping 
bag to provide a compact form for trans- 
portation. 

It will be understood that the pillow 
or head rest may comprise a stuffed or 
padded member or it may have the form 
of an air cushion or similar member.

following statement: — 

Thip invention relates to ground sheets, 
sleeping bags and the like, and has 
particular reference to such devices which 
are provided- with a pillow in the form of 
an inflatable bag-like portion. 
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In a combined waterproof ground sheet 
and pillow as hitherto proposed, a pillow 
was formed by folding over one end of the 
material comprising the sheet and secur- 
5 inj* the same along its edges so as to pro- 
vide in effect a pillow extending through- 
out the full width of the sheet. Such 
an arrangement, however, has the dis- 
advantage that the pillow is large, and 
10 consequently considerable effort is 
required to inflate it, while, unless in- 
flated to 9i extent too great to be com- 
fortable, j. owing to its large cubic capa- 
city, tor resilient. Furthermore, where 
15 the pillow extends to the sides of the 
ground sheet a person sleeping thereon 
may have the tendency to roll off on to 
the ground when turning over in a semi- 
conscious state of sleep, and it is found 
20 that the provision of a pillow centrally 
disposed at the upper end of the ground 
v sheet tends to locate the user substantially 
centrally upon the sheet. Again, it is 
desirable in some cases for the sheet to 
25 be partially or completely wrapped around 
the body of the person reclining thereon 
and it will be understood that where the 
pillow extends throughout tne full width 
of the upper edge it is almost impossible 
30 to do this in a satisfactory manner. 

It has also Ibeen proposed to provide a 
ground sheet comprising virtually three 
parts, viz. a central part providing the 
main body of the ground sheet and a part 
35 .on . each side thereof adapted to be 
wrapped about the bodv of a person 
reclining on the ground sheet. In this 
arrangement the central or main portion 
had provided thereon an inflatable pillow 
40 or head-rest. 

According to the present invention, a 
ground sheet, sleeping bag or the like of 
the kind in which an inflatable pillow or 
head-rest is provided integrally there- 
45 with comprises a sheet of material having 
at one edge thereof a central extension or 
flap of less width than the sheet, such flap 
or extension being adapted to be folded 
Iback upon itself or upon the sheet and 
50 secured along its edges to provide an 
inflatable pillow or head-rest. 

In order that it may be clearly under- 
stood and more readily carried into effect 
the invention is hereinafter described 
55 with reference to the accompanying dia- 
grammatic drawings, in which : 

Figure 1 is a plan view illustrating one 
form of ground sheet in which the pillow 
or head-rest comprises an inflatable mem- 
Iber, while 

Figure 2 is a view looking on the under- 
side of the device illustrated in Figure 1 
and 

Figure 3 is an end elevation illustrating 
o:i a modified arrangement providing alter- 



native positions for the pillow or head- 
rest. 

In carrying the invention into effect 
according to one form and as illustrated 
by way of example with reference to 
Figures 1 and 2 of the drawings, the 
ground sheet proper comprises a layer 3 
oJL.fabric or other suitable material, pre- 
ferably waterproofed and adapted in use 
to provide the upper surface which is 
'backed by thin rubber or rubberised cloth, 
or other damp-proof material. The edges 
of the material 3 are folded over in the 
manner illustrated in Figure 2, fastening 
being effected through the medium of stud 
fasteners, rivets, eyelets or other conveni- 
ent members, as illustrated diagrammatic- 
ally by the reference numeral 5. At t-he 
end of the sheet there is provided a pillow 
or head-rest in the form of an inflatable 

being 
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member 6. a suitable air valve i un- 
provided whereby the flow of air to or 
from the inflatable mem'ber mav be con- 
trolled at will. In this arrangement the 
inflatable member 6 comprises an exten- 
sion of the material providing the ground 
sheet and is folded back onto the under- 
side of the sheet, to which it is secured 
in the manner illustrated in Figure 2 by 
solution and stitching. 

In Figure 3 there is illustrated a modi- 
fied arrangement in which the extension 
or flat is folded back upon itself and 
secured at the edges by means of rubber 
solution or other suitable adhesive to pro- 100 
vide a pillow 6. In this arrangement the 
end of the extension or flap after being 
folded over is secured to the back of itself 
at a position spaced from the end of the 
ground sheet proper. In this way the 105 
pilllow is in effect connected to the ground 
sheet proper by means of the connecting 
flap member 8, thereby providing alter- 
native positions for the pillow; thus, it 
ma r be turned about its ^ upper edge 
^QiJgTriSOg from the position illustrated 
so as to extend beyond the edge of the 
sheet, thereby providing additional length 
such as might !be required by an excep- 
tionally tall person. ^5 

T-he sheet may in some eases be provided 
with suitable fastening members in order 
that it may be wrapped around the body 
when in use. 

Having now particularly described and jj^O 
ascertained the nature of mv said inven- 
tion and in what man nor the same is to 
be performed, I declare (hat what I claim 
is : —
